to conduct a series of experiments to 
determine whether the refute may be 
chemically treated nnd rendered harm­ 
less. 
The refuse which has poisoned the 
waters of Indiana and killed the fish is, 
it is explained, largely composed of 
sugars.

It is proposed to destroy 
them hr the use of yeast. 
The result­ 
ing fluids are to lie passed through filter 
beds, and thus purified to be admitted 
into the streams. 
The solids will be 
largely converted into carbonic acid gas 
in the process, which, it is said, w ill 
not be expensive.
